WANTS MULTI BILLION DOLLAR WAR ON DISEASE 
LBJ Asks Health Care Plan For Aged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —Pres­ 
ident Johnson asked Congress 
today to approve a multi-billion 
dollar war against disease and 
the problems of old age in or­ 
der to provide “ the best health 
ca re for all Americans-.” 


Johnson placed top priority 
on legislation to provide hospi­ 
tal care for the elderly financed

Administration 
officials said 
Johnson’s proposals would cost

Officials said the entire pack­ 


age, including a five-year pro­ 
gram to establish regional m ed­ 
ical centers to com bat heart 
disease, 
cancer 
and 
stroke, 
would cost several billion dol­ 
lars spread over this decade. 


The President, citing a high 
rate of illness among the n a­ 
tion’s 75 million children and 
youth, also called for federal 


aid to help poverty . stricken 
families pay the doctor bills for 
their youngsters. 


In proposing federal aid to 
schools turning out doctors and 
d e n tis t 
to 
lead 
the 
fight 
against 
illness 
and 
disease, 
Johnson declared: 
“ We must face the fact that 
high operating costs and short­ 


ages 
of 
operating 
funds 
are 
jeopardizing our health profes­ 
sions educational system .” 
He said tuition and fees paid 
by medical and dental students 
now meets less than half of the 
cost of their education. 
The plan for helping with the 
medical bills of needy children 
would be similar to the existing 


Kerr-Mills program for helping 
needy aged persons* pay m edi­ 
cal expenses. Aides said $100 
million would be earm arked for 
the first year of the new pro­ 
g ram and $250 million in the 
following year. 


On Capitol Hill, Johnson won 
im m ediate support for his far-

Sachs and Co., at an over­ 
all interest rate of 3.48105 per 
cent and extending for a period 
of almost 32 years. This will 
make the cost of financing the 
project $2,445,510.76. 
Annual Savings 
“ Comparing the lowest bidder 
rate (3.48) with what was ac* 
cepted on the Neshaminy Senior 
High 
School 
additions 
(3.7).” 
said Dr. Oliver S. Heckman.

district, “ and with the 3.68 in­ 
terest rate of 
a 
neighboring 
school district, we regard this 
bond issue as being most favor­ 
able.
